ouo hundred nud thirty feot long, eleven 
feet 
deep, 
nnd 
twelve wide. 
These 


proportions nro designed 
lo 
givo her 


a high speed, while her lines aro exact- 
ly alike in both directions, enabling her 
to go ahead or asloru with equal facility. 
Tno hull is divided by nn intermediate iron- 
clnd deck of plate-iron, nnd tho space be- 
tween tho two decks is pnrlially filled with 
cork nud with bngs inllated with atmos- 
pheric nir. When ready for action Ihe b'ont 
is uenrly submerged, tho deck being only n 
few inches out of wnter. Forwnrd of tha 
engine, nud placed nt an nu^Io of forty.live 
degrees, is nn extra and massivo armor, 
plate, backed with four fuel of wood-work, 
and constituting n shield or guard to resist 
shot tired from tho front.

To the Editor of the JJaily AFeion : 


Since the ftgitatino began for a Board of 


Health distinct from the Aldermen, no leas 
than fo'ir memorials, either ono of which 
should have been conclusive, have 
been 


presented to tho Oity Oouucil. The physi- 
cians of Newport, wil'u absolute unanimity, 
requested tho appointment of such a Board ; 
the Sanitary Protection Association pointed 
out how essential it is for the health and 
business interests of the city; the School 
Committee have formally asked to have its 
aid j and an immense petition from tbose 
who best represent the intelligence, the so- 
briety and wealth of our city, has completed 
all that can be done in this direction. 
The 


legal quibbles that were said to be in the 
way of the desired Board have been re- 
moved, the Assembly passed the Enabling 


Act, 
and what has remained, for a year or 


more, has been for those whose business it 
is to perform tho duty indicated, to cease 
trying bow not to do it. 
Upon the question 


of a Permanent Board, the Common Coun- 
cil now stand as follows : six against it, and 
four in its favor. 


• Tho experiment was tried last year of a 
so-called Advisory Board, wboae opinion was 
not to be asked and whose advice was not 
to be volunteered. Suggestions wore how- 
over nominally requested once or twice, and 
being found too straightforward and practi- 
cal for the purposes of the Aldermen, the 
Advisory Board was discontinued, and i;t 
present there is none. 
Three more coinpo- 


tent men than its members (l)rs. Euge and 
llankin, and Capt. Cotton) wore for a Per- 
manent Board, could not bo selected. 


Petition having failed, another form of 


persuasion becomes required. Our hydrants 
were not obtained till valuable houses had 
been destroyed, and the insurance companies 
of the country bad commenced to hesitate 
with regard to taking Newport risks. 
Then 


all at once, the City Council commenced to 
see that a supply of water was not so bad, a 
thing a.H they had declared, and gentlemen 
who had sworn that they would nevor pole 
for it, hastened to do ao as soon as they 
could again go through with tho farce of 
asking for authority from a public ballot. 


Iu the matter of it Board of Health, con- 


tinued deaths fiml a well-grounded distrust 
of Newport by outsiders will before long 
accomplish what the burning of houses did 
for the hydrants. 


During the present winter there has been 


a great deal of preventable sickness iu New- 
port; at this moment there exists au epi- 
demic of meaeles. In epeakiuR of this with 
the Mayor a day or two ago, ho informed me 
that the disease referred to is not included 
by tho City Council among those worth 
whiiu lu uo gmirueii jigKiitHi, KUU that chil- 
dren ore permitted to freely go from in- 
fected houses to tbo schools; "mauy peo- 
ple, you know," 1m snid, "think it an ex- 
cellent thing for their children to have tho 
measles while still quite young." 
Physi- 


cians, tipoii the other hand, 
prefer that 


their own children, fit least, should never 
have the measles, any more than scarlet 
fever, or typhoid fever, or diphtheria, ot 
all.' 


Now as to there being any danger from 


measles. 
AH that need b,e said is that there 


were reported 
by tho National Board of 


Health, iu tho last number of its Bulletin, 
dated Feb. lit, 1881, and from eixty-eight 
cities and towns in the United States, taken 
as it were at random add many of them 
smaller than Newport.; nn t«ao Minn ajTiaeii 
hundred and one (1(101) deaths from measles 
during the year 1880. 
In these same cities 


and towns, during the same period, there 
were 2i'8(! deifths from typhoid fever, J!(»12 
deaths from scarlet fever, and 7287 deaths 
from diphtheria; or, iu other words, there 
were less than twice as many deaths from 
typhoid, but little over twice as many from 
scarlet fever, and not much more than four 
times as many from even diphtheria. 


It is unnecessary, however, 
to adduce 


such evidence. Those who do not desire to 
become convinced will not listen to any evi- 
dence whatever. 
They do not even care if 


their children die, so long as they themselves 
remain "consistent" to some previous vote 
or preconceived notion. Tho only argument 
with such pertoufj is the purely mercenary 
oue, 
and 
as 
they 
claim 
to 


have 
benn 
elected lo their positions' 


of 
trust 
by 
a 
majority 
of 


their constituents, surely that majority 
cannot complain that such an argument 
should be applied, to themselves, as well. 
Tho following paragraph 
will convey my 


meaning. It is taken from the close of a 
communication upon the sanitary condition 
of Newport, that I sent, by request, to llio 
American Public Health Association at its 
recent meeting at Now Orleans, and that, 
aa I judge from a loiter very lately re- 
ceived from the secretary of tho association, 
wiH probably before long, in printed form, 
bo circulated in ovory part of tho country. 
It is tbo highest duty of ovory physician, 
next lo guarding his own family, to protect 
tho'huallh mid lifo of others. 


"During (ho present year, 1.S80-81, groan

ditions of the place are favorable for health 
and longevity. A good many of tho past 
generation, exceptionally hard to kill and 
surviving as tho fittest, have attained hero n 
green old age. but within a very levr yeurw 
Newport has doubled UH population, and 
consequently its sources of filth : so that 
until 
there 
exists ft proper system of 


sewerage (as yet there is no system at all),— 
until the soil water in reduced at leas^ to its 
natural level (as yet no provision has been 
made for tbe escape, other than through 
the soil, of an abundant aqueduct supply 
that is now in domestic UBO in all portions 
of the oity),—until many of the old cess- 
pools that novr contaminate the wells are 
filled up or removed,—until the roal istate 
agents aro directed by city 'ordinance to 
furnish evidence certified to by a competent 
inspector, that tbo- houses they offer to 
strangers ate safe to livo in and not mere 
death-traps like several already examined 
by tbe Inspecting Engineer of tho Sanitary 
Protection Association—and until, over and 
above all, there is bore a permanent Board 
of Health omcinla, who will care for these 
and other sanitary matters systematically, 
and cot as now at bap hazard, it will bs 
just as well for intending residents to wait a 
little longer, perhaps a yoar or- two even, 
before purchasing an estate. The time will 
eventually arrive when people con in reality 
safely corno hero to live."

entered Coligresa in 181:1 as a member of 
the Douse. 
Among the members uf thnt 


House still living aro ex-Governor Fisb of 
New York and Alexander II. Stephens of 
Georgia. 
Among its distinguished men 


who are dead were John Quincy Adams, 
Stephen A. Douglas, Andrew Johnson, John 
P. Hale, Solomon Foot, Henry A. Wise, 
Howell Oobb, John Slidell and J. K. Gid- 
dings. 
Whilo ho wns serving in Iho House, 


Mr. Hnmlin was elected to the Senate to 
fill the vacancy caused hy tho death of Gov- 
ernor Fnirfleld. 
Thnt was in 1848. In 1851 


he was re-elected for a full term.
